SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: SEPTEMBER, 1962 


Rainfall: Below normal rainfall was received in most of that part of the State north of a line from Smithton to Triabunna and 
in the area around Queenstown. In the latter region, however, most falls were only slightly below normal. All other areas had above 
normal falls. 


Total falls ranged from less than half of normal in the Launceston-Sheffield and St. Helens-Deddington-Fingal areas to over 
one and a half times normal in most of the South-east and over two and a half times normal in a small portion of the Channel region. 


Heaviest falls were along the West Coast Mountains grading from six inches on the coast to ten inches around Lake Margaret. 
Around Woodbridge in the Channel area, heavy falls late in the month brought the aggregate to over eight inches. Driest areas were 
the Central East Coast, Midlands, Eastern Derwent and Central North where falls were generally less than two inches. 


Temperatures: The month was generally cooler than normal. Low maxima were most marked from the 5th to the 14th and from 
the 25th to 30th. Night temperatures up to the 12th showed only slight variations from normal but from the 13th onward a general 
below-normal tendency was apparent. : 


Frosts and Snow: For the second successive month frosts were frequent in most districts. Moderate to severe frosts wel® 
recorded in the Upper Derwent and Central Plateau on the 2nd, 13th and 26th. Days of widespread light to moderate frosts were 
the Ist, 8th, 15th and 21st. : 


Falls of snow were mainly confined to the Pleateau, Upper Derwent and Highlands. No heavy falls were reported and few 
traffic interruptions were notified. 


Crops and Pasture: The continued cold, wet conditions in the South-east and inland North-west resulted in slow pasture 
growth. Frosts affected potato crops in some areas of the north-west. Orchards in the Huon area received a heavy soaking during 
the month and delay in growth resulted. Cultivation and spraying suffered in some orchards because of the waterlogged soil and 4 
spell of fine, warm weather in that area was needed. 
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
